1 am  directed  to  refer  to  Military  Department 
letter  No.  447-F.,  dated  the  6th  February,  1906, 
and  to  say  that  with  the  approval  of  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  the 
Government  of  India  have  decided  that  the  present 
limit  of  £4  a month  for  pensions  granted  to  mutiny 
veterans  residing  in  the  Colonies  shall  be  raised  to 
£6  a month ; the  actual  increase  necessary  will  be 
decided  by  the  Government  of  India  on  the  merits 
of  each  ease  that  is  brought  to  their  notice  and 
with  regard  to  the  recommendations  of  Colonial 
Governments  through  whom  all  applications  for 
increased  pensions  should  be  submitted.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  7G. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating

And 
if  'this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
